Exciting venues for organ music! 


As we continue to get closer to the opening of the 2008 
National Convention of the AGO on June 22nd, | wanted to 
take an opportunity to highlight the wonderful instruments 
and performance venues that have been chosen for the 
convention recitals and concerts. Some of these instru- 
ments, such as the large Fisk organ at House of Hope 
Presbyterian Church in St. Paul and the Kney organ at the 
University of St. Thomas are well known to many Twin Cit- 
ies concert goers because of their regular recital series 
performances. There are many other instruments that 
are probably known less well, but they were chosen for 
use during the convention because they offer unique and 
exciting performance opportunities. These include the 3- 
manual VanDaalen organ at Jehovah Lutheran Church in 
St. Paul, the relatively new Fisk organ at Shepherd of the 
Hills Lutheran in Shoreview, Fritz Noack’s modest-sized 
gem at the St. Paul Catholic Seminary and the spunky 
Brunzema-Casavant at Maternity of Mary, also in St. Paul. 
In addition to these there are two more recently installed 
organs on the St. Paul “side” of things, the Casavant or- 
gan at Nativity Catholic Church in St. Paul and the Glatter/ 
Goetz & Rosales organ at Augustana Lutheran Church in 
West St. Paul. We will also have the opportunity to hear 
recital performances on some of the Twin Cities large or- 
gans in downtown Minneapolis and in the surrounding 
suburbs. These include the Lively-Fulcher organ at St. 
Olaf Catholic Church, the 4-manual Sipe at Hennepin Ave- 
nue United Methodist, the Welte-Moeller organ at St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Cathedral and the Holtkamp organ at 
Plymouth Congregational. Farther out from downdown, 
we will hear the 1920s Casavant organ that has recently 
found a new home at St. Andrew’s Lutheran Church in 
Mahtomedi, the Blackinton organ at Bethel College, the 
Hendrickson organ at Wayzata Community Church and 
the state’s largest mechanical action organ, built by Vis- 
ser-Rowland at Wooddale Church in Eden Prairie.

Another exciting piece of news to report on the Twin Cities 
organ scene is the significant renovation of two of the large 
instruments in major downtown churches in time for the 
convention: the 1949 Wicks organ at St. Mary’s Basilica 
and the 1963 Casavant organ at Central Lutheran. Also 
located downtown will be the most recently installed organ 
in the Twin Cities—a new Dobson organ for the chapel at 
Westminster Presbyterian. While the space is too small for 
a major recital, the organ is sure to be available for work- 
shops and presentations. 


In addition to these many and varied organs being used for 
recitals, we will head to two major choral events at the St. 
Paul Cathedral and a special program of some of the instru- 
mental music of Olivier Messiaen held at Orchestra Hall. 


As you can see, AGO 2008 will provide an opportunity to 
hear nearly 20 different organs in churches and halls all 
over the Twin Cities. An opportunity such as this will not 
occur again any time soon. If you have not already regis- 
tered, do so today!

Mr. Gjerde will be 
assisted by tenor Scott Perkins, also a graduate student at 
the Eastman School, in performances of the artists’ own jazz 
arrangements of Lenten hymns. 


Lars Gjerde has performed and participated in master 
classes in Norway, Sweden, Italy, and throughout the United 
States, appearing frequently in South Dakota. While a 
student at Augustana College, where he also served as 
Chapel Organist, Lars was the Second National Winner in the 
Music Teachers’ National Association Collegiate Organ

Lars joined the Choirboys of Augustana College to release 
the CD “In the Bleak Midwinter” as a fundraising effort for 
Lutheran World Relief in 2001, a successful project which 
received media attention throughout South Dakota.

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AGO Code of Ethics (Approved by National Council 11/15/99) 


Preamble: The purpose of the American Guild of Organists is to promote the organ in its historic and evolving roles, to encourage 
excellence in the performance of organ and choral music, and to provide a forum for mutual support, inspiration, education, and certifi- 
cation of Guild members. Voting members are entitled to enjoy the privileges and are expected to accept the responsibilities of mem- 
bership in the Guild. Members shall be considered equally for Guild offices and participation in Guild activities. These are the rules 
that shall be considered binding upon all voting members in good standing. 


RULE 1. Members shall promote good working relationships within the American Guild of Organists and shall respect the employ- 
ment of colleagues. Members shall address differences between themselves and other members by following the procedures outlined 
in the Discipline. 


RULE 2. Members shall not seek or appear to be seeking employment for themselves, a student or a colleague, in a position held by 
someone else. Members shall apply for employment only for a position which has been officially and publicly declared vacant by an- 
nouncement of the vacancy, with the knowledge of the incumbent musician. 


RULE 3. In cases pending under the Procedures or in cases where the National Council has determined that a position has been 
made vacant by wrongful termination of a member of the American Guild of Organists, members shall not seek or accept regular or 
permanent employment for themselves, a student or colleague at that institution until the National Council is satisfied that differences 
between the Guild and the institution have been resolved. 


RULE 4. Before accepting an engagement for a wedding, funeral, or other service, members shall obtain the approval of the incum- 
bent musician. In cases where this engagement has been requested by a third party, it is appropriate for the third party to offer the 
incumbent his/her customary fee. It is the responsibility of members to inform the third party of this rule. 


RULE 5. Members shall conduct professional activities with truthfulness, honesty and integrity, and shall maintain sensitivity in mat- 
ters of a personal or confidential nature. 


RULE 6. Members shall not discriminate against others on the basis of race, national origin, age, religious affiliation, gender, marital 
status, sexual orientation, disability, or medical condition (including, but not limited to Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome). 


AGO Code of Professional Standards (Approved by National Council 11/15/99) 


Skills: 
i. Members develop and maintain skills in performance, improvisation, service playing, conducting, arranging, and composing 
commensurate with their duties. 
ii. Members stay abreast of current developments in liturgy, hymnody, performance practice, and musicology through continu- 
ing education. 
iii. Members become knowledgeable in the liturgy and worship traditions of the institutions they serve. 
iv. Members acquire business, administrative and interpersonal skills to perform their duties. 


Employment Matters: 

i. Members agree to employment only after reaching a clear understanding of the position, the employer’s expectations, and 
the lines of accountability. 

ii. Members request written contracts that protect employee and employer. 

iii. Members maintain courteous and respectful relationships with other staff members and members of their congregations, 
making an effort to resolve potential conflicts as soon as they become evident. 

iv. Members address differences with employing institutions through appropriate channels, including, but not limited to, their 
contract, the institution’s personnel policies manual, and the Guild’s Procedures for Dealing with Complaints about Termina- 
tion. 


Respect for Colleagues: 

i. Members supervise other musicians in a professional and courteous manner. 

ii. Members respect the intellectual property rights of composers, authors and publishers by complying with the Copyright Law 
and licensing requirements regarding reproduction, recording, distribution, broadcasting and performing rights. 

iii. Members address differences with other members of the American Guild of Organists by following the procedures outlined in 
the Discipline. 

iv. Members do not discriminate against others on the basis of race, national origin, age, religious affiliation, gender, marital 
status, sexual orientation, disability, or medical condition (including, but not limited to Acquired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome).
